North Keith Day urged 
the council to consider 
options for improving the 
appearance of the area. 

In particular, Councillor 
Day highlighted the Es¬ 
planade at West Bay, 
which he said had be¬ 
come “very bleak”. 

Following the meeting, 
he told View From Brid¬ 
port that in its current 
state West Bay was an 
“insult” to tourists. 

Councillor Day said: 
“People come here to sit 
on the seafront and enjoy 
West Bay at its finest, but 
at the moment it is an in¬ 
sult to visitors. There are 
no flowers, no trees - it 
does look very bleak. 

“We need to get rid of 
all the concrete and the

IT is true to say that Tess James is fully integrated 
into the life of Dorchester - she's been here for more 
than three decades and is involved, or has been in¬ 
volved, in many of the town's organisations. 

There has been so many that when you start to list 
them, she makes little of what she does and has to 
be hard-pressed to tell more. It's a quiet modesty 
which many will find endearing, but it is the sort of 
contribution which, perhaps equalled by a handful 
of others, makes the town 'tick.' 

Tess has been mayor, is a town councillor, in her 
professional life was a senior physiotherapist and 
manager at Darners Road until she retired in 2007. 
She has been in the choral society, a recorder group, 
loves walking, cycling and travelling, is currently 
learning French and German, is secretary of the 
Dorchester-Lubbecke Society, plays the cello, 
founded Dorchestra, the town's community orches¬ 
tra; supports Nightstop, the charity for young peo¬ 
ple in difficulty at home as well as the associated 
young person's charity. Footprints. 

Add to that the Opportunity Group for special 
needs children. Churches Together in Dorchester, 
chairman of the Dorchester Areas Partnership and 
volunteer work with families and children, not to 
mention the allotment... and you have a very busy 
lady. 


YOU have just finished being part of the town band in 
the community play. Drummer Hodge - what was that 
like? 

Fantastic! Making music and being part of a group of peo¬ 
ple making music is such an experience. You get a lift out 
of the camaraderie and playing together. We all come 
from different backgrounds but we have a common aim. 
The play, though, was more intense and very focused. For 
some people it was three or four months of work and, of 
course, the music evolved as we progressed - as a re¬ 
sponse to changes in the production and even night by 
night you had to be on your toes. 

DID the audience reaction vary between perform¬ 
ances? 

Some nights were different than others. Some audiences 
seemed to get the jokes more than others but what did 
happen was that it became noisier as the production 
went on - probably because the cast gained in confi¬ 
dence and were more likely to interact with the audience 
as time progressed. 

AND the emotional scenes, particularly near the end? 

I couldn't actually see the stage very well from where I 
was sat - but I could see the audience and it was very 
moving. Almost everyone engaged with the story and 
every night lots of people had tears in their eyes. 
It was wonderful to have a story about everyday people 
which people could relate to because it was our town the 



story was about. 

YOU mentioned language - is that something you 
have always been keen on? 

I and Roland love to travel and it's always useful to have 
another language, but we have friends in France and now 
a grandson in Germany so it's my ambition to be fluent in 
German. I've also been involved with the Lubbecke Soci¬ 
ety and am now secretary. The twinning visits are a great 
way to meet people on an everyday level and you soon 
learn that we, pretty much, all have the same concerns. 
HOW did Dorchestra come about? 
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I was on a ladies walking weekend with a friend who is 
also musical and we started talking about how good it 
would be to have a group which would encourage others 
who might have been musical in their younger days to 
take it up again. When we got back we went to the Arts 
Centre and the Dorset Rural Music School, who were both 
supportive of the idea, and then involved others, includ¬ 
ing my cello teacher, and Dorchestra was started. Now we 
have up to 70 people we are in contact with and up to 40 
at a time who come along and play. It seems incredible 
we've only been going just over a year and have our next 
concert on May 18th at 4pm in the United Church. We 
don't charge people to get in, but we ask for a donation 
as they leave. 

ANOTHER of your groups is the Dorchester Areas Part¬ 
nership - what are you hoping to achieve from that? 

In simple terms were are hoping to be in touch with local 
people, find out what they want and try and achieve it, 
but it's about more than Dorchester and we work with the 
neighbouring parishes as well. We're currently working 
on a cycle path to Broadmayne and in Puddletown with 
a local group there. But a lot of the work is putting people 
in touch with each other, Pauline Trimming, who organ¬ 
ises us all, is great at signposting people to where they 
can get help or find expertise. 

YOU'VE been involved with Dorchester for a long 
time. Do you think the town is changing for the bet¬ 
ter? 

There is a feeling that we are beginning to build some¬ 
thing - that Dorchester has something that we are known 
for in the way that Bridport is.The community plays could 
be part of it, I hear a lot of mention of the word heritage 
in Dorchester lately and there is a feeling that it's some¬ 
thing the town could identify with - not just Roman 
Dorchester or Thomas Hardy, there's much more than that 
- and telling our stories, through the community plays, 
helps with that process. 

AND do you have things you still want to achieve, or 
is it time to slow down yet? 

I would love to find more time to focus on the cello - if 
only so those around me could listen to something better, 
but there's also the allotment and the garden, travelling, 
and of course the family which will mean more trips 
abroad and that's linked in with improving my German... 
but I'm lucky because I have the time to do these things.

things better.” 

West Bay was hit particularly 
badly by the winter storms and sig¬ 
nificant damage was caused to 
property along the seafront in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Ahead of the first major holiday 
season of the year, Councillor Day 
suggested the town council should 
be working with the local commu¬ 
nity to improve the appearance of 
the resort. 

He added: “Of course it needs the 
backing of Dorset County Council 
as well, but the town council must 
do something to initiate the 
process. 

“It must get behind the commu¬ 
nity and make sure it does some¬ 
thing to help West Bay - there is no 
reason West Bay cannot be like 
Weymouth. 


“It is a very harsh and brutal 
landscape when you stand back 
and look at it and we should be 
able to do better for our visitors. At 
the moment it does not look like 
we care about it at all.” 

The recently established West 
Bay Community Forum, which is 
due to hold its AGM later this 
month, has outlined a number of 
areas where improvements could 
be made. 

Members are hoping to use the 
forum as a basis for devising com¬ 
munity projects and schemes to 
help rejuvenate West Bay, and the 
group’s Chairman, Ann Guppy, 
said the appearance of the Es¬ 
planade was one of the main topics 
for discussion. 

She said: “West Bay is a lovely 
place to live and work, but it does 
need a bit of a tidy-up. It is one of 


many things we have to look at. 

“I would love to see trees and 
flowers, and West Bay looking a 
bit more colourful. But that will 
take planning and funding and we 
have to take our coastal location on 
board. 

“We have become very compla¬ 
cent recently - West Bay has to 
have a voice and we recognise 
there are lots of things that are 
open to improvement. 

“Once we have got people be¬ 
hind us who may be interested in 
specific projects, we can get things 
moving in the right direction. 

“We are also looking at dog war¬ 
dens, options for flood defences 
and a voluntary beach clean 
scheme. 

“Our aim is to have a future plan 
for West Bay with everybody’s 
concerns mapped out.”

DORSET Police recently 
joined forces with part¬ 
ner agencies to target 
rogue traders and pushy 
doorstep sellers who use 
fraud to con vulnerable 
people into paying for 
unnecessary or vastly 
overpriced work to their 
homes. 

On Wednesday, April 
9th, Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood teams and officers 
from the Road Traffic 
Unit teamed up with 
Trading Standards offi¬ 
cers to actively stop any 
tradesperson they saw 
working on houses or in 
gardens. 

This day of action was 
part of a week of activi¬ 
ties taking places across 
the UK, led by Operation 
Liberal, the national in¬ 
telligence unit for dis¬ 
traction burglary and 
associated travelling 
criminality, and Trading 


Standards. 

The aim of the week 
was to identify and arrest 
rogue traders, to disrupt 
the activity of rogue trad¬ 
ing and to make commu¬ 
nities aware of this type 
of crime. 

Rogue traders are indi¬ 
viduals or groups of peo¬ 
ple who cold-call 
householders, often tar¬ 
geting vulnerable resi¬ 
dents, claiming to be a 
bona fide business and 
purporting to offer serv¬ 
ices , most commonly 
buildings maintenance 
and repair. 

The offenders charge 
excessive fees for the 
work, yet the work that is 
carried out is either sub¬ 
standard or not carried 
out at all. 

Crime prevention and 
design advisor for Dorset 
Police, Debbie Oldfield, 
said: “We actively sup¬ 


ported this national day 
of action by working 
with Trading Standards 
officers to approach 
tradespeople carrying out 
work on homes across 
Dorset. 

“Anyone found to be 
conning victims into pay¬ 
ing for unnecessary or 
vastly overpriced work 
are dealt with accord¬ 
ingly. 

“If you feel that you 
have been a victim of a 
rogue trader please do 
not feel embarrassed. 
Contact Dorset Police or 
Trading Standards and 
report it. 

“By working together 
we can try to stop this 
sort of heinous crime.” 

Steve Playle, Trading 
Standards institute lead 
officer for doorstep 
crime, said: “The activi¬ 
ties of cold calling home 
maintenance rogues are 


often linked to the activi¬ 
ties of distraction bur¬ 
glars and all the evidence 
shows that it is the eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable who 
are deliberately targeted 
by this crime. The sim¬ 
ple message from Trad¬ 
ing Standards is to 
always say ‘no’ to any 
traders offering to carry 
out work who unexpect¬ 
edly turn up on your 
doorstep.” 

If you receive an unex¬ 
pected call at your door 
from someone offering to 
do work, please follow 
the below advice: 

• Always remember to 
put the chain on the door 
before opening it. 

• Do not phone any 
telephone number pro¬ 
vided by the caller, it 
could be bogus. 

• Always check the 
caller’s identity by phon¬ 
ing the number in the 
telephone book. Shut the 
door and get them to wait 
outside. A genuine caller 
will be happy to wait. 

• Never agree to any 
work offered on the 
doorstep, no matter how 
urgent the caller says it 
is. 

• Always get three 
quotes for work and if 
possible get recommen¬ 
dations from family and 
friends. 

• Never pay cash up¬ 
front. 

• A trader must provide 
you with cancellation 
rights in writing. 

If you are concerned or 
intimidated by a caller at 
your door then please call 
Dorset Police on 999.

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Coast road white lines restored 
following community campaign 


WORK to restore white lines along the centre of the 
B3157 coast road between Bridport and Weymouth was 
completed this week, after a successful campaign organ¬ 
ised by local residents. 

County council highways teams began the work early 
on Monday morning at Chickerell and were due to finish 
the job in Bridport by yesterday afternoon (Tuesday, 
April 15 th). 

The lines are being repainted as part of the council’s 
highways maintenance programme at a cost of around 
£10,000, following concerns raised by residents last year. 

After resurfacing the road four years ago, white centre 
markings were not replaced on some sections of the road 
and removed entirely on other sections. 

But councillors made the decision in January to rein¬ 
state the lines on the main route between Bridport and 
Weymouth. 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes said: 
“Finally, after much lobbying from communities all along 
the route, this much needed work is being done. I am very 
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glad that a work window has come up so quickly. 

“Just this week we saw an inquest into the very sad 
death of a young man because of traffic driving on the 
wrong side of this road. I hope the lines will make things 
safer for all road users.” 

The initial decision to remove the lines was intended to 
enhance the environment and improve road safety, but 
figures presented to councillors in the latest report 
showed little effect had been made on the number of in¬ 
cidents taking place on the road. 

And efforts made by residents to push for the decision 
to be reversed were justified earlier this year when county 
councillors approved the restoration of the lines. 

Dorset County Councillor for the Bride Valley Ronald 
Coats worth, who had long called for the work to be done, 
said he was “delighted” by the decision to carry out the 
work, which had “overwhelming public support”. 


Marathon man 

A BRIDPORT man has raised more 
than £2,000 for a leading UK charity, 
after successfully completing the Lon¬ 
don Marathon on Sunday (April 13th). 

Matthew Uren, 26, crossed the finish 
line in a time of five hours, 17 minutes 
and 37 seconds, following months of 
preparation involving tough training 
runs along the coastal pathways be¬ 
tween Dorchester and Lyme Regis.

Brewery raises a glass to 'beer champion' MP 


PALMERS Brewery in Bridport has hailed West 
Dorset MP Oliver Letwin as a “Beer Champion” after 
he helped to reduce the amount of tax paid on beer. 

Mr Letwin was one of 100 MPs who supported a re¬ 
duction in beer duty this year and staff at Palmers 
welcomed him for a pint at their newly refurbished 
George Hotel to toast the achievement. 

Cleeves Palmer, Sales and Marketing Director at 
Palmers Brewery, said: “I am very, very pleased that 
beer duty has been cut and I hope it carries on. 

“I am glad the Government has finally understood 
that beer duty had gone up by far too much - 42 per 
cent in four years - and we want to thank Mr Letwin 
for his support.” 

Beer duty has been cut by a penny a pint for the last 
two years, and the Government has also scrapped the 
Beer Duty Escalator, which automatically increased 
the duty by two per cent above inflation every year 
between 2008 and 2012. 

Mr Letwin said: “I am glad that we have been able 
to do something for the pubs of West Dorset, which 
are an important part of the social life of the place. 

“As pubs begin to be places more and more where 
food and atmosphere are just as important as the 
drink, one wants to try and find a way of enabling 
people to invest and upgrade, and that becomes easier 
if the duty is lower.” 

Jayson Perfect, Tenanted Director at Palmers, said 
the duty cut had enabled them to help all 55 of the 
brewery’s tenants. 

He said: “For the last three years we have held our 
beer prices for all of our tenants. No other brewery 
that I know of has done that. 

“We have taken a firm view that we want to support 
our tenants as much as possible and give them the op¬ 
tion of making more money so they can invest in their 
own businesses as well.” 

Palmers also announced this week the launch of its 
first seasonal cask ale, Colmers, named after 
Colmer’s Hill in Bridport.

Flooding victims warned to 
watch out for rogue traders 


BRIDPORT and West Bay resi¬ 
dents who were affected by flood¬ 
ing earlier this year are being 
warned to make sure that they em¬ 
ploy reputable traders for repair 
work. 

The coastline at West Bay was 
particularly badly hit during the 
storms in February and a total of 
368 properties were flooded across 
Dorset. 

And Dorset County Council is 
now advising residents to be aware 
of rogue traders who may be look¬ 
ing to exploit victims of the bad 
weather. 

Money is available through a 
number of Government flood sup¬ 
port schemes, and the council is 
recommending trustworthy work- 
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ers who will get repair work done 
to a good standard. 

Councillor Peter Finney, the 
county council’s Cabinet member 
for community services, said: “We 
hope that most tradesmen will be 
honest and not exploit the situation, 
but there is always a risk that some 
might see this as an opportunity. 

“These traders can be very per¬ 
suasive. My advice is always check 
references or use a company that 
has a good reputation.” 

The council’s trading standards 
team check and approve businesses 
through the “Buy with Confidence” 
scheme and the Citizens Advice 


consumer helpline will also pro¬ 
vide details of approved traders in 
the Bridport and West Bay area. 

A trading standards office 
spokesperson recommended that 
residents obtain more than one 
quote and preferably three, where 
possible, to make sure they get a 
fair price for the work. 

Any tradesman calling at the door 
must give a written seven-day 
“cooling off’ period to give people 
time to think about the offer. Work 
should not start before the end of 
this period unless the resident gives 
specific written agreement.

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Volunteers feel 'undervalued' 
by community woods funding 


VOLUNTEERS who have been working to improve 
a woodland space near Bridport say they have been 
overlooked by Dorset County Council, after £25,000 
was granted to a different project to develop commu¬ 
nity woods across West Dorset. 

Communities Living Sustainably in Dorset claimed 
the project would be the first community-run wood¬ 
land in the area, but members of the Allington Hill 
Coopers Wood and Field Community Group said they 
were already working on a project of its kind. 

Cathy Harvey, from the group, also known as the 
Allington Hillbillies, said: “We do have a community 
wood in Dorset. In fact, it is right on our doorstep, 
within walking distance of Bridport town centre. 

“We have been invited by Allington Parish Council 
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to look after the area as a community project.” 

The land maintained by the Hillbillies is currently 
leased from the Woodland Trust by the parish council 
and the group monitors the area on the council’s be¬ 
half with little funding support, other than that raised 
by the community. 

Cathy Harvey added: “We have put a three-year plan 
in place to encourage community involvement, man¬ 
age and improve the habitat for wildlife and educate 
people about the natural environment around them. 

“We are feeling undervalued and that all our hard 
work has been overlooked by the county council.”

passenger-carrying vehi¬ 
cles , which regularly 
provide road transport 
for some of the most 
vulnerable members of 
society. 

“The aim of the day 
was to identify those ve¬ 
hicles that are not com¬ 
plying with legislation in 
a bid to make the roads 
of Dorset safer.” 

Officers stopped 61 
school buses and 
minibuses and 20 of¬ 
fences were found 
mostly of a minor na¬ 
ture. These included 


lack of the required 
“school bus” signage 
and an expiration date 
for emergency equip¬ 
ment such as fire extin¬ 
guishers and first aid 
supplies. 

Fourteen taxis/private 
hire cars were also 
checked with eight of¬ 
fences detected. 

One vehicle had a 
lighting offence and an¬ 
other had a tyre defect. 

Both vehicles were 
prohibited from continu¬ 
ing until the defects had 
been rectified and the 
drivers were prosecuted. 


County council funds projects 


MORE than 30 Dorset organisations 
have gained from the county council’s 
community fund - sharing £190,000 in 
grants between them. 

Since 2011 when the fund was set up 
it has benefitted more than 200 organi¬ 
sations and given out £937,425. 

Said Spencer Flower, leader of Dorset 
County Council: “Community organi¬ 
sations of all sizes across the county 
play an increasingly important role in 
making Dorset a good place to live. 

“The Dorset County Council Fund 
supports these organisations by invest¬ 
ing in projects that help them to expand,

“I’m really pleased that the council 
recognises and values the role that com¬ 
munity organisations play and, under 
difficult financial circumstances, is able 
to provide a grants programme that 
makes a real difference.”

Homemade Creme Eggs 


CADBURY Eggs Decoded! Finally, you can makeCad- 
bury-style Creme Eggs at home any time of year.

The recipe is 
incredibly simple! The moulding takes some time 
and patience, but if you're not concerned about 
looks, these babies are easy to crank out, and possibly 
more addictive than the real things. 

Ingredients: 

• 170g (1/2 cup) golden syrup 

• 58g (1/4 cup) butter, room temperature 

• 375g (3 cups) confectioner's powdered sugar (icing 
sugar) 

• 1 teaspoon vanilla 

• 1/4 teaspoon salt 

• yellow food colouring 

• 1 (12 ounce) bag milk chocolate chips 

Filling: You're going to be really astounded at how 
easy this is. 

Cream together the corn syrup, butter and vanilla. 
Sift in the confectioner's powdered sugar and beat 
until incorporated. 

Now to get fancy and separate the filling into 
whites and yolks! Take out about a third of the filling 
and stir in some yellow food colouring. 

Put the two bowls in the fridge, as they're easier to 
work with once they're set up a little. 

Shaping the Innards: Make little yolk balls out of the 
yellow mixture. Place them on some parchment (not 


foil). Put them back in the fridge or even the freezer 
to firm up. 

When the yolks are set up, you can start embedding 
them in the whites. Scoop an amount of white filling 
out and flatten it into a circle. Place the yolk ball in¬ 
side, and wrap the white around it. Then stick them 
back in the fridge. 

Filling the Moulds: Melt the chocolate in a double 
boiler or in short bursts in the microwave. Fill the 
moulds with the chocolate. 

Once the moulds are set, plop a filling ball into half 
of each mould. Using more melted chocolate, join the 
two halves of the egg together. 

Finally let set and demould.

Lamb swaps for Easter 


WITH Easter around the corner, 
it's the perfect time to feast on 
succulent lamb - but you don't 
have to stick to the traditional 
roast. 

Ewe could try a tasty tagine, 
and chops aren't baa-d either, as 
chef Mark Sargeant tells Keeley 
Bolger. 

After months of being cooped 
up cooking indoors, it's no sur¬ 
prise that Mark Sargeant, restau¬ 
rant owner and a former head 
chef for Gordon Ramsay, is 
pleased that spring has finally 
sprung. 

As well as the promise of leeks, 
beans and asparagus, the Kent- 
based foodie, who was seen on 
the first series of ITV reality cook¬ 
ing show Hell's Kitchen with his 
fiery old boss Ramsay, is looking 
forward to tucking into a succu¬ 
lent lamb lunch with his family 
this Easter - and, if the weather 
permits, eating it outside. 

And while Sargeant loves serv¬ 
ing up a traditional roast with all 
the trimmings, he's hoping that 
the promise of new season lamb 
will encourage more of us to 
cook the meat regularly, and try 
some different recipes with it. 

"Lamb is one of the bestsellers 
in restaurants, certainly all the 
restaurants I've ever worked in, 
whether it's fine dining or not," 
explains the 40-year-old, who is 
working with the Simply Beef & 
Lamb campaign to encourage us 
to be more adventurous. 

"Generally, when people go 
shopping, they go straight for 
chicken or beef and still see lamb 
as an occasion meat. But it's fan¬ 
tastic, available all year round 
and the cheaper cuts are the best 
cuts, as long as you know how to 
use them." 

Although Sargeant, who rates 
tenderloins, neck fillets and 


shoulders as great budget cuts, 
eats lamb at least once a week, 
he hasn't tired of the meat yet 
and will be going all-out so that 
his family's Easter lunch will be 
extra special. 

"My eldest daughter turned 
four in March, so we'll be doing 
an Easter egg hunt for the second 
year running," says the chef, who 
runs the Rocksalt restaurant in 
Folkestone, Kent, where he lives 
with his two daughters and fi¬ 
ancee. 

"We always have lamb over 
Easter, and my mother-in-law al¬ 
ways makes a simnel cake, so we 
keep it traditional." 

But it isn't just the tasty grub 
and slabs of cake that Sargeant 



loves about this time of year. 

"I really love Easter," he says. "I 
think it's almost as good as 
Christmas, because you get those 
few days off and it's a really nice 
time. 

"Spring, from a chef's point of 
view, is amazing. You know you're 
going to have peas and broad 
beans and spring lamb and as¬ 
paragus and fresh leeks," he says. 
"Everything goes from brown to 
green. It's lovely."

A tale of two Omegas

THIS is a tale of two special Omega Speed master's, both with historical 
interest. The Speedmaster was originally designed in 1957 for motor 
racing use so when Michael Schumacher moved to Ferrari in 1996, 

Omega linked up with him to make the Speedmaster Racing. This is a 
steel automatic chronograph watch with red or yellow dials to repre¬ 
sent the Ferrari colours, they also came with a limited edition Formula 
1 wheel shaped box so you could use your watch as a desk clock. These 
watches are not very common but the boxes are even less common 
so when one comes up with everything together collectors get very 
excited. Michael Schumacher went on to be 7 times Formula 1 world 
champion so these watches are doubly desirable. 

The Omega Speedmaster is famously known as the Moon watch due 
to it being the only watch worn on the Moon and is still used today as 
NASA certified space watch. Back in July 1971 just 2 years after the first 
Moon landing, Apollo 15 went to the moon with the Lunar Rover on 
board.This vehicle allowed the astronauts to cover over 27 kms. of the 
Moon surface and to collect 76 kg of rock samples to return to Earth. 

In 2006 to commemorate 35 years of this historic adventure Omega 
made 1971 special Speedmaster's of which only 92 were supplied to 
the U.K. market. What differentiated these watches was the bezel, but¬ 
tons, and sub dial surrounds which are in rose gold and on the back of 
the watch it has the mission logo and astronauts names. 

Both these rare watches are currently in stock at the MEWS Trinity 
Street, Dorchester, amongst many other quality watches, vintage jew¬ 
ellery, antique silver, glass, and pottery.

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New Safety Advice Launched 
for Scooter Riders 


Fuel Duty Cuts Good For The 
Economy - Fta Says "Told You So 


A host of new safety information and resources 
is being made available for the first time to 
scooter riders in the UK in a bid to help keep 
them safe on the roads. 

The "PACT" campaign, launched by not-for- 
profit tyre safety organisation TyreSafe, pro¬ 
vides riders with a wealth of free advice and 
tyre maintenance tips, designed to ensure that 
they remain safe on the road, whatever the 
conditions. 

"Due to their low cost of ownership and their 
congestion-busting ability, scooters have be¬ 
come an increasingly popular method of trans¬ 
port in recent years," explains Stuart Jackson, 
chairman,TyreSafe."However, very often own¬ 
ers have not ridden any other kind of motor¬ 
cycle so they may be unfamiliar with the 
considerable demands being placed on their 
tyres and the need for proper and regular 
maintenance." 

In order to get the best performance from their 
tyres, including handling, braking, acceleration 
and lower fuel bills,TyreSafe is recommending 
riders make three important weekly checks on 
their tyres. 

Firstly, riders should check that their tyres are 
inflated to the correct pressure, which can be 
found in the scooter's handbook. Under-in¬ 
flated tyres will wear out quicker, provide less 
stability and are at greater risk from overheat¬ 


ing and suffering a rapid failure. 

Riders should also checkthe condition of their 
tyres, looking for any cuts, lumps or bulges. 
The tread area should also be inspected to see 
if any stones, nails or other objects have be¬ 
come embedded. If the tyre shows any of 
these signs, it should be checked immediately 
by a qualified tyre professional. 

Finally, to ensure proper grip, especially in wet 
conditions, riders should checkthat their tyres 
have sufficient tread depth. Scooters with less 
than 50cc need to have all of the grooves of 
the original tread pattern visible whereas 
those over 50cc must have at least 1 mm of 
tread depth across the central three quarters 
of the tyre with visible tread on the remaining 
quarter. 

"It's very important that scooter riders make 
these checks at least once a week, and as they 
only take a few moments to carry out, there's 
little excuse for not doing so. What's more, to 
show riders what they need to do, we've cre¬ 
ated a very simple animation to help them. Of 
course, if they're still in any doubt, then they 
should visit their local tyre expert who will 
happily show them what to do," concludes 
Jackson.

TFIE Freight Transport Association 
(FTA) applauded the Chancellor's 
recognition that cutting fuel duty 
does have a positive impact for all - 
something that the Association has 
been telling government for a very 
long time. 

According to a Treasury Report is¬ 
sued today, the cost of freezing fuel 
duty could be offset by the eco¬ 
nomic boost it causes. 

FTA has previously called on the 
Chancellor on numerous occasions 
to consider the economic benefits 
that could be delivered by further 
development of the government's 
approach to fuel duty and has said 
today that it is pleased that they 
have'caught-up'with the impact it 
will have. The Association had esti¬ 
mated that every penny of fuel duty 
costs commercial vehicle operators 
£116 million a year, and stated that 
reducing road fuel duty would ease 
cost pressure on businesses operat¬ 
ing commercial vehicles and stimu¬ 
late economic growth. 

The Treasury Report - 'Analysis of 
the dynamic effects of fuel duty re¬ 
duction'was released by the Chan¬ 
cellor and says that halting the tax 
rises will boost the economy by up 


to £7.5bn over 20 years, as extra ac¬ 
tivity would mean that the govern¬ 
ment would recover around half of 
the initial lost revenue. 

Theo de Pender, FTA Chief Execu¬ 
tive said: "FTA is pleased that the 
Treasury has accepted our key argu¬ 
ments that fuel duty can be cut 
without harming the economy. 
From the conclusions in this report 
today, it does appear as though the 
Chancellor has caught-up with our 
findings, and there is now every 
chance for him to go further and 
boost growth by cutting 3 pence 
per litre from current rates." 

The case for a reduction in fuel 
duty founded by the consequent 
increase in spending that it stimu¬ 
lates was made by the FTA backed 
scheme FairFuelUK last year when it 
commissioned a study by the Na¬ 
tional Institute for Economic and 
Social Research that showed that a 
3 pence per litre reduction in fuel 
duty would be offset by higher 
spending by households and busi¬ 
nesses. 

British rates of fuel duty remain 
the highest in Europe. The case for 
them being brought in line is now 
overwhelming. 


FTA figures show that every 
penny of fuel duty costs commer¬ 
cial vehicle operators £116 million 
a year; for every £1 spent on fuel 
around 60p is paid to the Treasury; 
and a 3ppl cut would save around 
£350 million a year for the transport 
industry. 

Mr Osborne has said that that this 
approach could be a "quiet revolu¬ 
tion" in tax debate, and that he 
wants the government to produce 
more research into the broader im¬ 
pact of tax reductions, having al¬ 
ready published a study suggesting 
corporation tax cuts would benefit 
the economy. 

The Treasury used a method 
called "dynamic modelling" to cal¬ 
culate the wider economic effects 
of keeping fuel duty down. Its con¬ 
clusion was that the policy would 
increase gross domestic product by 
up to 0.5% - about £7.5bn in today's 
prices. 

As a founding backer of FairFu¬ 
elUK, FTA has helped to stop £30 
billion in tax hikes for road users, 
and has been campaigned for three 
years for its members, and the 
transport and logistics industry as a 
whole.

Don't get the hard 
shoulder this Easter 


AS THOUSANDS of families prepare 
for the traditional Easter holiday get¬ 
away, one of the busiest times of the 
year on the roads, TyreSafe is remind¬ 
ing them about the need to check 
their tyres before setting off. It warns 
failure to do so could result in a num¬ 
ber of tyre related problems leaving 
passengers stranded by the roadside 
or even involved in a completely 
avoidable accident. 

"After such a dismal winter, many 
families will be looking forward to 
some time away over Easter," com¬ 
ments Stuart Jackson, chairman, Tyre- 
Safe. "But with the prospect of April 
showers, more cars on the road and 
more heavily laden vehicles, it's impor¬ 
tant to give your tyres a proper inspec¬ 
tion before setting off. These checks 
are quick and easy to perform but es¬ 
sential as they could make the differ¬ 
ence between an enjoyable Easter 
break or not." 

Indeed, figures from the AA showed 
that in 2013, their patrols attended 
350,000 tyre-related call-outs, their 
second most common breakdown 
cause after batteries. 

Before embarking on any Easter 
travel, TyreSafe is advising drivers 
check three key areas of their tyres. 
Pressures should be checked to ensure 
they are in line with the vehicle man¬ 
ufacturer's recommendations for the 
load being carried. The correct details 
can be found in the vehicle handbook, 
inside the fuel filler cap or on a plate 
on the driver's door sill. 


Correct pressure is important as it 
helps to reduce the amount of fuel 
being used, ensures even wear across 
the tread leading to longer tyre life, 
and reduces tyre overheating which 
can cause rapid failures. 

Drivers are also being reminded to 
ensure their tread depth is above the 
legal minimum of 1.6mm which can 
be checked using TyreSafe's 20p test. 
Drivers with insufficient tread depth 
not only risk fines of up to £2,500 and 
three penalty points for each illegal 
tyre, but safety will be reduced on wet 
roads as the tyre will lose grip with the 
road surface more easily. 

When checking pressures and tread 
depth, drivers are also being advised 
to give the rest of the tyre a thorough 
visual inspection for other signs of 
damage such as cuts, lumps or bulges 
in the tyre. If any of these are present, 
TyreSafe recommends that drivers 
visit their nearest tyre fitting centre for 
further inspection by a qualified pro¬ 
fessional. 

"Preparing your car for the Easter 
getaway isn't complicated but is ex¬ 
tremely important," concludes Jack- 
son. "If you're unsure on any aspect 
then please call in to your local tyre 
fitting centre who will be pleased to 
help you and ensure you have a great 
break."t
